One ol five county welfare recipients 
ordered cut off from aid by the Board 
of Supervisors because of trips to other 
countries has filed a request for reirn 
statement, it was revealed Tuesday. 
County Welfare 
Director Arthur W. 
Nelson said the welfare recipient in ques^ 
tion is seeking a hearing before the ap­ 
peals board of the State Department of 
Social Welfare. 
Nelson had terminated payments in 
September to the recipient — currently 
in an undisclosed Canadian city — on the 
basis of the supervisors’ action Sept. 2. 
Other cases involve recipients current­ 
ly in England and in the Philippines. 
No word has been heard from any of 
the other four, said Nelson. 
Nelson said the welfare recipient now 
in Canada claims reinstatement on the 
grounds that he is still eligible for old 
age security payments under the welfare 
code. 
Supervisors were told at the Sept. 2 
hearing that they could not arbitrarily 
cut off recipients from aid merely be­ 
cause they were traveling outside of 
the United States. Discontinuance of aid 
could be granted in cases where it is 
shown financial situations have substan­ 
tially altered, or if they do not intend 
to return to the county. 
Supervisors said they felt welfare reci­ 
pients traveling abroad would indicate 
they were in no need of welfare help, 
and that taxpayers supporting the county 
welfare program resented payments to 
such persons. Only Supervisor George 
H. Clyde voted against the termination 
notice, claiming the board did not have 
full information about all of the five 
cases. 
Nelson, in serving notice on the Board 
of Supervisors of the appeal as filed by 
the recipient’s attorney, said the re- 
(luest for restoration is based on a State 
Department of Social Welfare circular 
letter on Oct. 4, 1968. 


The circular letter is based on the 
case of McCullough vs. Terzian, in 
Alameda County, in May, 1968. The Su­ 
perior Court in Alameda County issued 
a writ of mandate in which the State 
Department of Social Welfare director 
was named respondent. 
The writ directs the payment of aid 
pending Fair Hearing decisions in cases 
in which aid is terminated and in which 
the recipient complies with conditions of 
the writ by filing a request for F air 
Hearing with the state, and a sworn state­ 
ment which ‘ controverts the essential 
allegatton.s of ineligibilitv and which 
includes a statement of all current in­ 
come and resources.® 


Nelson declared the recipient's attor­ 
ney has met all of the conditions of 
the writ is determined in consultation 
with the county counsel and the legal 
officer of the State Department of So­ 
cial Welfare. 
The welfare director said he was re- 
(luesting the consideration of Board of 
Supervi-sors approval to mailtheOldAge 
Security payment to the recipient in Can­ 
ada constituting the current month’s pay­ 
ment which had been held up. 


Britain 
post office 
change 


LONDON (UPI)— Britain today turned 
over its 312-year-old postal system to 
a profit-making corporation—somettiing 
President Nixon has proposed for the 
U.S. mail. 


Lord George Henry Hall, chairman 
of the new corporation, took full page 
advertisements in newspapers to cau­ 
tion the public not to expect m iracles 
immediately. The corporation is now 
Britain’s biggest business. 


“ Changes will not happen overnight,” 
Lord Hall said. But he expressed en­ 
thusiasm. 


“ Excitement lies ahead,” said Lord 
Hall. 
“ There is room for everyone 
worth his salt. . .concern for customers 
will be our first priority for customers 
and challenge of the future with speed 
and efficiency. 


For the time being, the only notice­ 
able changes will be that: 
—Though tlie former government Post 
Office Department will continue as a 
monopoly, it will be a public corpora­ 
tion with responsibility for showing a 
profit and return on capital investment. 
—The government no longer will be 
responsible for details of its opera­ 
tion, though a minister will still answer 
to parliament on broad questions of 
policy. 
—Unlike a ministry of the crown which 
cannot be sued, the new post cffice 
corporation will be open to legal pro­ 
cess of loss or damage. 
Nixon has asked the U.S. Congress 
to turn the U.S. postal system over to 
a public corporation but the proposal 
has been bogged down for months in 
the House Post Office Committee. 
With 400,000 employes, the new post 
office corporation Instantly became Brit­ 
ain’s biggest business. It is the nation’s 
largest civilian employer with 2 per 
cent of the total working populaticxi of 
the country. 


Army officers tied into slot machine racket 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— A general, a 
colonel and Army’s top-ranked enlisted 
men were linked in Senate testimony to­ 
day to an alleged slot machine “ skimm­ 
ing” racket at service clubs on U.S. 
Army bases in Germany. 
The same general, Maj. Gen. William 
A. Cunningham ID, now retired, also was 
accused for the second time of squelch­ 
ing an investigation of service club 
irregularities. 
A staff investigator of the Senate 
Permanent Investigations Subcommittee 
read testimony by Staff'Sgt. Ed Jones, 


the only member of an alleged ring of 
eight to a dozen sergeants who has been 
court m artialed in connection with the 
case. 
Jones served a one year sentence 
after being accused of stealing from a 
service club slot machine in Augsburg, 
Germany, in 1965. 
Jones’ statement said the sergeants 
who ran the service clubs told him 
Cunningham, Col. F erris Hardin, and 
Sgt. Maj. William 0. Wooldridge were 
given a slice of slot machine rakeoffs 
which Jones said averaged $5,000 to 


$7,000 a week. 
Cunningham was then commanding gen­ 
eral of the 24th Infantry Division at Augs­ 
burg. Hardin was his chief of staff and 
Woolridge was the division’s sergeant 
major. This was a year before Wool­ 
ridge was named the first sergeant 
major of the army. 
Jones testified Tuesday at a closed 
session of the Senate group. The trans­ 
cript of his testimony was read in open 
session today. 
It showed that senators questioned 
Jones closely when he mentioned the 


name of Cunningham, Hardin and Wool­ 
dridge. 
Jones said he was a “ low” m.m in 
the ring and did not personally see any 
money given to the general, the colonel 
or the sergeant major. But he s.dd his 
colleagues mentioned it to him repeat- 
edlv. 
“ We were told this went to higher 
ups, and like I say, the name of Gen. 
Cunningham was mentioned and also 
Sgt. Maj. Wooldridge.’’ 
He said that during a meeting of the 
sergeants someone mentioned that Har- 


din might “ get too Inquisitive.” 
Jones added: “ one of the sergeants. . 
spoke up and said, ‘Don’t worry about 
him. He’s being taken care of.’” 
An Army officer testified today that a 
leader in the so-called clique of s<;r- 
geants who ran the alleged service clubs 
theft ring told him he regularly bought 
reassignment to his West German post 
by bribing Pentagon clerks.

Germany Rules The Beer W orld 
By HERBERT SCHNEIDER

M U N I C H , G e r m a n y— 
(NEA)—If beer d r i n k i n g 
w ere a skill worthy of inclu­ 
sion in an Olympic Games 
program , the people of Mu­ 
nich, or at least of Bavaria, 
would even now be practi­ 
cally certain to secure a gold 
medal. For over a thousand 
years and more they have 
alw ays been well to the fore 
as drinkers of beer. Such a 
lead, of course, m akes it im ­ 
possible for anyone to catch 
up. 
The O k to b e rfe s t, which 
runs from Sept. 20 to Oct. 5, 
puts them to the supreme 
test. For this super beer 
blast, a few term s must be 
explained. 
First, there is the Mass, 
the m easure used for all 
beers, which is no less than 
one liter (a bit more than a 
quart). It is served in a 
Masskrug, a mug of either 
glass or s t o n e w a r e «also 
handy as a weapon in public 
house brawls of the past). 
Many Munich folk can no 
longer stand up to such a 
quantity, so they ask for a 
H a l b e —i.e., half a liter. 
Those for whom even this is 
too much order a Kleines, 
half a Halbe—i.e., a quarter 
ol a liter. It should, however, 
be noted that in Bavaria to­ 
day such weaklings are re­ 
garded as not quite all there. 
B a v a r i a n s are far and 
away the g r e a t e s t beer 
drinkers in the world. Their 
annual consumption amounts 
to 212 liters per head of the 
population. B a v a r i a alone 
accounts for more than half 
of the 2.660 breweries now 
operating in the European 
Common M arket countries. 
World-famed Munich beer 
is as old as the city itself. 
There were breweries in Mu­ 
nich as early as the 13th 
century, many of them a t­ 
tached to m onasteries. We 
have the monks to thank for 
the extra-strong beers which 
are always on tap during 
Lent. 
Since beer was never re­ 
garded locally as a luxury 
but always as “ liquid food." 
such strong beer was in-

The i m p o r t a n c e of this 
“ foodstuff” for the people of 
old Munich was underlined 
by the serious riots caused 
in the middle of the last cen­ 
tury by a slight rise in the 
price of beer. The enraged 
citizens banded them selves 
t o g e t h e r , set fire to one 
brew ery and demolished an­ 
other. 
Of the former numerous 
brew eries (there were 56 in 
1800. when the population of 
M u n i c h was 40.0001, only 
seven big concerns have su r­ 
vived. their annual produc­ 


tion of beer being 3.25 m il­ 
lion hectoliters, m ore than 
70 million gallons. What the 
1.25 million inhabitants of 
the city do not drink them ­ 
selves is exported to more 
than 100 different countries 
(the United States is chief 
among these). 
The excellent quality and 
the wholesome e f f e c t s of 
Munich beer are due to the 
expertise of the head brew ­ 
ers and to what is known as 
the Bavarian Law of Purity, 
a statute passed in 1516 by 
two B a v a r i a n dukes. This 
law. still in force in unal­ 
tered form, states that the 
only ingredients perm issible 


in the brewing of Bavarian 
beer are barley, hops, yeast 
and w ater. 
In view of this honored tra ­ 
dition. it is natural that beer 
festivals like the Oktoberfest 
should be ushered in with all 
the solemn rites of a reli­ 
gious cerem ony. The m ayor 
of the city and the m inisters 
in the Bavarian government 
deem it an honor to don the 
tapster's green apron a n i to 
tap the first barrel, swinging 
the m allet as if to the m an­ 
ner born. 
Beer m akes thirst a plea­ 
sure. they say in Munich. 
And when is a man 
not 
thirsty 9 Of the four buildings 


at a crossroad, three are 
likely to be public houses. 
The most famous establish­ 
ment of this kin 1 in Munich 
is the Hofbrauhaus. Before a 
tourist has even thought of 
m useum s or art galleries he 
has already drunk his first 
beer in the Hofbrauhaus. 
Without beer, the prover­ 
bial Munich Gemütlichkeit 
would be unthinkable. Beer 
—the light variety is pre­ 
ferred to the dark today— 
loosens the tongue and elim i­ 
nates class distinctions. 
However, if consumed in 
great quantities, beer is in­ 
toxicating and it often makes 
d r i n k e r s quarrelsom e or 
maudlin. What is the limit? 
Well, for some even one liter 
is too much, w hereas others 
are as steady on their pins 


after five liters as they were 
before. 
Be that as it m ay, nobody 
can resist the spell of a mild 
sum m er evening in a Munich 
beer garden. Boon com pan­ 
ions sit over their mugs in 
the shade of chestnut trees, 
liberal supplies of sausage, 
bread and the local radish on 
the table in front of them. 
W aitresses, h o l d i n g eight 
foaming liter mugs in a firm 
em brace, cleave their way 
t h r o u g h rows of tables. 
Whiffs of grilled chicken are 
wafted from the restaurant 
and in the sky the ancient 
moon, beloved of all who 
drink in the open, sheds a be­ 
nign light.

Alioto not sure of victory over 
Reagan, postpones decision to '70 


(Editor’s note: San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph L, Alioto would 
like to be elected governor of 
California. But he feels first he 
must disprove a magazine’s 
contention he is linked with the 
Mafia. Alioto talks candidly of 
his political plans and problems 
in 
the 
following 
exclusive 
interview withUPI.

SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPD - 
Mayor Joseph L. Alioto now is 
convinced he can beat Assem ­ 
blyman 
Jess 
Unruh 
in 
a 
Democratic gubernatorial p ri­ 
mary. But he isn’t so confident 
about 
defeating Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
That’s why he is postponing 
until 
January 
a final, firm 
decision about whether to seek 
the governorship in 1970. 
Aides and supporters, who 
raised 
$200,000 
through 
a 
testimonial dinner last week­ 
end, freely predict he will run. 
“ It gets down to one basic 
question. 
Just one,’’ Alioto 
says. “ Can I beat Gov. Rea­ 
gan in November'” ’ 
* Fourteen months ago this 
fellow (Reagan) couldn’t have 
been elected sheriff of Orange 
County. 
‘ What brought him back was 
the 
kids—the 
kids 
on 
the 
cam puses’’ who demonstrated. 
Now, the mayor continues, 
Reagan is ‘ riding a crest of 
popularity. 
He’s 
the 
best 
political television perform er 
in the country, bar none. And 
he’s in the hands of a group of 
behavorial scientists who are 
telling him day-by-day what the 
people want him to say.” 
But Alioto knows better than 
most how one’s political for­ 
tunes can change overnight— 
“ politics being as dirty as it 
is .” 
He is frank to admit that a 
I,ook Magazine article which 
alleged he is linked with Mafia 
leaders may have ‘ killed off’’ 
his political career. On the 
other hand, he says, ‘ it could 
be the greatest boomerang in 
the history of the w orld.” 
‘ We got two breaks. 
‘ The governor's office, ” he 
says, 
‘ was 
stupid 
enough— 
sneaky, unmanly and stupid, 
but mostly stupid’ —to furnish 
newspafiers with copies of the 
article 
before 
its 
official 
publication date. This enabled 
him to go on the offensive and 
file an $12.5 million libel suit 
even before the story hit the 
magazine racks. Secondly, the 
story was printed this month; 
not held until the middle of an 
election year. 
But to survive politically, 
Alioto believes, he still must 
win a court judgment. He vows 
not to rest until ‘ every lie, 
every slanderous innuendo is 
disproved.' ’ 
The 53-year-old native San 
Francisc an, a multi-millionaire 
attorney whose father was an 
emigrant 
Sicilian fisherman, 
talked candidly of the magazine 
article, his political plans and 
his 
philosophy 
during 
an 
exclusive interview in the study 
of his Italian-styled mansion. 
* I have made the judgment 
right now,’ 
the mayor says, 
* that I don’t see anybody on 
the scene’’ who has the edge on 
him in a prim ary race. He 


regards Unruh, also an unoffi­ 
cial 
candidate, 
as his only 
serious opponent. 
Alioto concedes Unruh has 
the support of “ political profes­ 
sionals,” 
mainly legislators. 
But Alioto claim s the backing 
of 
working 
men, 
teachers, 
students and minorities. 
* I’ll take my chances with 
anybody against the blacks,’’he 
says, 
when reminded Unruh 
generally is regarded as the 
more liberal of the two. “ My 
role in civil rights isn’t a recent 
one.’’ 
The basic theme of an Alioto 
election cam paign-prim ary or 
general—would 
be 
anti-“Sa- 
cram ento.” 
“ More and more we discover 
that we pass a gun registration 
law; 
it’s 
knocked 
out 
in 
Sacramento. We want to assess 
homes at a lesser rate than 
skyscrapers, factories, hotels 
and 
apartment 
complexes; 
Sacramento won’t let you do 
that. We think tax reform is 
necessary; it has to be done in 
Sacramento. No m atter what it 
is-w e ’re told that belongs to 
Sacram ento.” 
Alioto contends “ Sacram en­ 
to’ 
is 
too 
dominated 
by 
‘ monopolistic lobbies.” 
‘ I think a campaign issue 
can be mounted to the effect 
that the automobile lobby and 
the petroleum 
lobby exert a 
disproportionate influence on 
the question of air pollution,’ 
he says. 
1 And I am saying that the 
majority of the legislature, and 
this doesn't mean just Republi­ 
cans either, is so dominated by 
the big business lobbies that it 
will 
not 
give 
effective 
tax 
reform . It’s going to have to 
come directly from the people 
(through a ballot proposition) 
and I think that this can be 
made an issue in a gubernator­ 
ial campaign.” 
Alioto says he would support 
a 
ballot 
proposition 
which 
transferred 
financing 
of all 
education and welfare to the 
state. 
Unlike Unruh, Alioto sees no 
reason 
for a statewide gun 
registration 
law .” 
But 
he 
strongly advocates permitting 
cities 
to 
mact 
their 
own 
firearm s ordinances. His c ity 
did, but the legislature invali­ 
dated it. 
4 The m ere fact you want to 
register the guns of the Black 
Panthers doesn’t mean that you 
want 
to 
take 
somebody's 
hunting gun away,” Alioto says. 
4 We 
don’t 
need 
to 
inhibit 
hunting. Hunting is probably a 
very good psychological outlet 
for the aggressive tendencies 
that people have.’ 
Alioto believes Reaganpoliti- 
cally “ is most vulnerable” on 
the handling of < ampus disor­ 
ders. 
“ He's not acting professional­ 
ly ,’ 
the mayor says. 
He’s 
acting out of blind anger and 
almost a blind hatred of the 
academic community. 
‘ We 
are ruining a great 
university 
and state college 
system —for 
which 
we 
have 
spent a hell of a lot of money— 
just curing the problem s of a 
few radicals who can be acted 
against 
with 
all 
the police 
power that is necessary. You 


simply aggravate the situation 
further with that silly helicop­ 
ter and with the buckshot and 
the bayonets.” 
He also says as a mayor he 
understands 
city 
problems— 
‘ it's important to save these 
cities, not let them go down the 
drain or become huge black 
ghettoes with an attempt to get 
a lily-white periphery.” 
Alioto, who had never run for 
elective office until two years 
ago, used to have a major 
political problem—lack of state­ 
wide name recognition. 
4 T hat's been taken care of,” 
he says somewhat unhappily, 
by the magazine article. 
One problem he never did 
have was deciding whether to 
run for governor or the U.S.

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Poverty loan dilemma 


Money, the ancient wisdom to the contrary, is the root of 
much good, and in the world of free enterprise credit is 
the fertilizer that makes the root grow. 
Thousands of would-be businessmen and entrepreneurs 
in the nation’s ghettos would like to become cultivators of 
capital but the indispensible fertilizer of credit is hard to 
come by. 
A few programs to provide credit for ghetto businesses— 
so-called "black capitalism’’—have been attempted, but pro­ 
gress has been extremely slow. The Small Business Ad­ 
ministration reports that less than 3 per cent of the nation’s 
five million business establishments are currently under 
nonwhite ownership. 
The picture is equally bleak for many poverty area resi­ 
dents trying to obtain mortgage loans to move into better 
quality housing. Others, through ignorance or desperation, 
are frequently driven into the tender hands of loan sharks. 
Many believe that the solution to these problems must 
come from the private sector and that only by stimulating 
area be closes. 


One of them is Sen. William Proxmire, I>Wis., who has 
introduced a bill—the Community Credit Expansion Act— 
which goes a step beyond the Nixon administration’s pro­ 
posal to offer tax incentives to commercial banks 
that

make "socially desirable’’ loans 
Proxmire’s legislation would establish a new kind 
of 
financial institution, to be called "National Development 
Banks.’’ These would be privately owned and wholly new 
banks or branches of existing banks. One-third of the direc­ 
tors of each bank would be required to live in the area 
served by the bank. Eighty per cent of its consumer, mort­ 
gage or business loans would have to be for the benefit of 
persons living in rural or urban poverty pockets—of which 
there are about 800 throughout the country and in which 15 
to 20 million Americans live. 
In return for concentrating their loans in poverty areas, 
the government would grant certain liberal concessions 
to 
the banks, such as lower reserve requirements and much 
greater flexibility in granting loans and making investments. 
The bill is viewed favorably by some of the nation’s ma- 
)or banks. For instance, Thomas R. Wilcox, vice chairman 
of First National City Bank of New York, terms it "the 
most sensible proposal for making modern financial serv­ 
ices available to ghetto residents I’ve seen.” 
The most novel feature of the program is that it would 
not involve a single dollar of federal money. It would all be 
done by private enterprise, backed up by certain federal 
guarantees and a loosening of some of the current restric­ 
tions on lending.

WASHINGTON - When it comes to 
conflict of interest the Senate, and in 
particular the judiciary committee of the 
Senate, can run away with the honors — 
or dishonors — without really trying. It 
is this that makes the inquiry into the 
fitness of Judge Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. to serve on the Supreme Court sound 
like a pat little drama out of the thea­ 
ter of the absurd. 
In the view of this observer, Judge 
Haynsworth has been compromised by his 
financial transaction 
while on the court of 
appeals bench as well 
as by the steady bent 
of 
his 
prejudices 
against enforcement 
of the civil rights 
acts on integration. 
But 
his 
principal 
> 
judges 
can 
hardly 
Mk 
claim 
the fine im- 
m 
partiality and objec­ 
tivity qualifying them 
to make the final decision. 


Since 1956 when he became chairman 
of the judiciary committee Sen. James O. 
Eastland of Mississippi has made the 
selection, the care and feeding of fed­ 
eral judges his domain. In 13 years he 
has perfected a grip that, with the sen­ 
iority system, makes his authority all 
but 
unshakeable. 
The southern judges 
have been his special province. 
Whether the attorney general is a Re­ 
publican or a Democrat, the late Robert 
F. Kennedy, committed to civil rights, 
or the present incumbent, JohnN. Mitch­ 
ell, he treats with the chairman as an 
independent sovereign. In that role East­ 
land has remarkable powers of delay 
and obstruction. The business of justice 
on whatever level must pass through a 
narrow gate. 
The Democrats in this matter have 
more to answer for than the Republicans 
in light of their professions on the score 
of civil rights and integration. In only 
one instance, that of the House rules 
committee, did President John F. Ken­ 
nedy move to break the southern block­ 
age. That was such a squeaker he could 
be excused for acknowledging the fin­ 
ality of the seniority system and the 
chairmanship of southerners who rise 
from safe seats in the states of the con­ 
federacy to great power and prestige. 
Chairman 
Eastland 
has several 
thousand acres of rich cotton land in the 
Delta around Sunflower. Prior to mech­ 
anization and the widespread use of the 
mechanical cotton picker, he framed this 
with the help of more than 300 black 
families. That was long since reduced 
to 
30 
or 35, and their services are 
scarcely needed. Where have the others 
gone0 Mostly, one gathers although no 
one including Eastland really knows, to 
the cities of the north. 
On average over the years E astland has 
received under the Department of Agri­ 
culture’s program to cut back product ion 
an annual payment of upwards of $100,- 
000. That is, for putting part of his 
acreage in crops other than cotton. This 
program out of the depression years, 
when farm prices were ruinous, is deep­ 
ly embedded in the political - bureau­ 
cratic structure. 
From the House side has come a de­ 
termined effort to put at least some 
check on it with passage of a bill to 
limit payments to $20,000. This would 
eliminate the notorious examples of the 
big farmers, the factory farmers, some 
of whom receive payments of over a mil­ 
lion dollars a year. The Senate is the 
obstacle. 
And Eastland’s vote against 
such 
restriction is taken for granted. 
That, it appears to this observer, is 
a glaring example of conflict of inter­ 
est, But Eastland and the southerners 
who vote against any change in the farm 
handout system are not alone The broad­ 
casting industry is pushing a bill intro­ 
duced by Sen. John O. Pastore, D., 
R I , which would revise the system of 
licensing for television and radio sta­ 
tions in such a way, the critics say, as 
to make those licenses to the air wv 
to make those licenses to the air waves 
a virtual monopoly in perpetuity. Direct­ 
ly or indirectly, a sizable 
number of 
members of Congress have interests in 
broadcasting properties. When the Pas­ 
tore bill, with its powerful backing, 
comes up they would seem to be obli­ 


gated to abstain from voting. 
So much more is at issue than a ju­ 
dicial nomination in the Haynsworth 
confirmation. It is hardly less than the 
trust, the confidence, in a system of gov­ 
ernment and a way of life. A heavy blow 
to that trust and confidence were the 
disclosures in the hearings into the 
nomination of former Justice Abe Fort as 
to be chief justice of the United States. 
Indignation ran high as a newcomer to 
the Senate, Robert P. Griffin, doggedly 
pursued the leads that brought Fortas’ 
extra-judicial connections to light. Grif­ 
fin has let it be known he will vote for 
confirmation of Haynsworth. 
As of this writing, the odds are for 
confirmation. A combination of conserva- 


tive Republicans andSouthemDemocrats 
will provide the majority. President Nix­ 
on is testing the water to see how far he 
can go in reshaping the Supreme Court. 
If the Haynsworth affair is no more 
than a brief embarrassment, he will 
move further in the conservative direc­ 
tion. 
In the belief that federal judges were 
to be under no compulsion for private 
enrichment, Congress provided generous 
pensions for retirement. Once on the 
bench they were to be above all suspi­ 
cion.

Charles J. Glidden 
was a wealthy New 
England iwhistrialist 
who was so thorough­ 
ly convinced of the 
great future of the au­ 
tomobile that he was 
able to persuade the 
American 
Automo­ 
bile Association to 
sponsor tours for the 
purpose of providing 
to the public that au­ 
tomobiles were not merely a rich man’s 
toy, but were a new, practical, reliable 
and faster means of transportation. 
The tours penetrated nearly every area 
of the eastern and mid-western United 
States and over every type of road and 
weather condition imaginable. 
So successful were the tours that the 
automobile in America became quite 
popular by 1910, and remarkably relia­ 
ble by 1913 with electric lights, elec­ 
tric starters and demountable rims. 
There was no longer any need to dem­ 
onstrate their reliability; everyone had 
come to accept the automobile as the 
modern means of personalized transpor­ 
tation and the day of the horse • drawn 
vehicle had ended. 
Inspired by the celebration of theGold- 
en Jubilee of the American Automobile 
Industry in 1946, the idea of re-enact­ 
ing the original Glidden Tours, using the 
original type of cars was born. In co­ 
operation with the automobile industry, 
that year members of the Antique Au­ 
tomobile Club of America and the Vet­ 
eran Motor Car Club of America drove 
from New York to Detroit in the first 
revival of the Glidden Tour. 3 his proved 
so popular that the Glidden Tour of an­ 
tique automobiles has become an estab­

million. The hurrdrs of people 
packing have been much in the 
news already. Not the least ol 
these are air pollution, noise 
pollution, and ugliness. 
A powerful force mitigating 
these malignancies is the tree. 
A saving grace of m egalopolis 
is 
the fact hat between and 
amongst the harsh eyesores 
stretching from Washington to 
Boston there are trees. 
Believe it or not, “ trees still 
cover nearly SO per cent of this 
densely inhabited region.” Man 
is, indeed, “ literally surround­ 
ed by tre es.” 
This is fine, because a tree, 
naturally, is easier on the eye 
and nose than the filthy plume 
f'Oin a diesel truck or a jet 
plane. Or a dump, or a slum, or 
a row of overflowing garbage 
cans. 
But a tree’s worth t j a city is 
to be measured not iust by its 
esthetic value.

At dusk this heat is released to 
keep air warm and tempera­ 
tures high. 
But “ transpiration by trees 
can counteract som e of this 
heat energy,” says the Forest 
Service. This “ cools the air like 
a gigantic air conditioner.” 
Unhappily 
for city dwellers, 
however, trees may succumb to 
toxic 
pollutants 
in the air. 
Particularly 
vulnerable 
are 
white pines. So Forest Service 
scien tists are 
searching for 
tree^

conditions while performing as 
city air conditioners.

“ The long suffering of the 
Vietnamese people has affected 
us deeply and I am convinced 
that the government enjoys the 
solid support of the Swedish 
people in this decision,” Nils­ 
son said. 


Bess Myerson Grant 
far too often we have found 
that the meat in hamburgers 
is padded with cereals, soy 
and s t a r c h y flours and 
chemical additives. In such 
cases the public is being 
cheated,” she says. 


Appointed by Mayor John 
V. Lindsay in October, 1968, 
to her watchdog job, Mrs. 
Grant has been hot-footing it 
through various markets and 
eating spots in behalf of the 
consumer. 


“ Our basic purpose is to 
see that the public gets a 
fair shake, that they 
get 
what they are paying for, 
nothing less, that they are 
free from economic manipu­ 
lation and deception,” she 
explains. 


For example, 46 inspectors 
visited 421 eating places re­ 
cently. In 156 ol them they 
found hamburgers they be­ 
lieved were not all beef. The 
specimens were analyzed in 
laboratories and found to be 
e x t e n d e d with soybeans, 
other vegetable flours and 
additives. 


“ Nevertheless, the public, 
many of them youngsters, 
paid 
for 
g e n u i n e 
ham­ 
burgers, meaning, according 
to law. nothing but beef." 
she states. 
The guilty establishments 
are liable to a civil penalty 
of up to $100 per violation, or 
a criminal penalty up to $250 
or 10 days in jail for each 
violation. 
New York-born, a Hunter 
College graduate with credit 
for advanced work at Colum­ 
bia, mother of a 21-year-old 
daughter and wife, Bess My­ 
erson Grant has long been 
prominent on television and 
in public and charitable af­ 
fairs. 
“ I ’ve always regarded my­ 
self as a total and dedicated 
New Yorker. Now, as com­ 
missioner, I hope to prove 
that claim. Locating and ex­ 
posing those guilty of adul­ 
teration of food is one of my 
main objectives." she states. 


E x p o s u r e of so-called 
“ veal chops” is one of her 
efforts. 


“ Many are actually veal 
patties, not chops. The eye 
of the ‘chop’ is made of 
minced veal and additives, 
packed closely, but sold as 
the more e x p e n s i v e veal 
chop to the public.” 


Frankfurters are one of the 
most eaten items today and 
one of the most controver­ 
sial. 


“ We in New York think 
they s h o u l d be all meat, 
either beef or pork, with only 
25 per cent fat and 10 per 
cent water. But many manu­ 
facturers show a lack of re­ 
straint and an absence of 
standards. Between 1937 and 
1967, for example, the pro­ 
tein content has decreased 
40 per cent. D u r i n g this 
same period, the fat content 
has risen to 50 per cent. In 
other words, although the 
shape remains the same, the 
nutritional content in many 
cases has gone down consid­ 
erably.

The damage this is doing to 
our national morale cannot at 
this point be measured. But the 
impact of repeated moustache 
fiascoes

There is not a more pathetic 
sight in all of this world than a 
bungled moustache. No other 
sense of failure is quite as 
acute 
For a defective mou­ 
stache is like a horse with a 
broken 
leg. 
Once its flaws 
become 
apparent, 
the 
only 
human thing to do is destroy it. 


F lubbing a moustache often 
inflicts emotionjl scars that 
will still be showing up under 
psychoanalysis 50 years later. 


The irony is that most of this 
mental inguish is unnecessary. 


Up 
to 90 
per cent of the 
moustache 
flops 
could 
be 
avoided if the growers exer­ 
cised some degree of foreth­ 
ought and advance planning. 


Instead, they set out blindly, 
so to speak, without having a 
final objective firmly in mind 
and without even a rudimentary 
grasp of 
the principles 
of 
moustache designing and en­ 
gineering. 


What they should understand 
is that growing a moustache is 
every 
bit 
as 
complex 
as 
building a bridge, and that the 
same techniques are employed. 


No sensible person would try 
to 
span 
a 
river 
without 
blueprints; the same should be 
true in spanning the upper lip. 
I myself recently grew a 
large cantilever moustache. It 
is both structurally sound and 
aesthetically pleasing. I could 
not have done it, however, had 
I not first read an article on 


bridge 
construction 
in 
my 
encyclopedia. 
I learned that strands, be 
they 
of 
hair or steel, are 
subjected to factors known as 
“ loadings and forces.” These 
include such things as “ dyna­ 
mic effects, natural forces set 
up 
by 
wind, 
change 
in 
temDerature. snow loads.” etc. 


A 
moustache 
may 
look 
perfectly 
safe 
indoors. 
But 
suppose the grower is caught in 
a blizzard and snow begins to 
pile up on his moustache? Or 
what if he encounters a strong 
wind current? W ill it withstand 
these loadings and forces? 
That depends on whether the 
architect Drocerlv designed the 


spandrel 
and 
crown 
of the 
moustache, 
and whether the 
span might have been weak­ 
ened by “ brittle fracture” or 
‘ metal fatigue.” 
Unless consideration is given 
to stresses, tensile strength and 
aerodynamic 
stability, t h e 
whole thing is likely to collapse 
under the left nostril.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
divisional races in the Na­ 
tional Football League are 
pretty well wrapped up and 
1 don’t think anybody is too 
s u r p r i s e d that the Rams, 
C o w b o y s . V i k i n g s and 
Browns are on the verge of 
clinching titles. 
Of 
the 
four, 
only 
the 
Browns fall short of being a 
truly outstanding team. The 
Rams, Cowboys and Vikings 
are exactly that—outstand­ 
ing; 1 mean, they are teams 
that are capable of winning, 
week after week, a g a i n s t 
anybody In fact, I’d have to 
say the Rams. Cowboys and 
Vikings are the only three 
outstanding teams in the en­ 
tire league. 
The rest they can put in a 
bushel basket, shuffle them, 
and they'd all wind up pretty 
much the same 
But one 
pretty good point can be 
made by all this: If only 
three team s in the entire 
league can be considered 
outstanding, can it mean that 
the colleges are simply un­ 
able to supply enough talent 
for 26 team s in pro football? 
Let's go back a decade, for 
comparison p u r p o s e s . In 
1959. there were 12 teams in 
pro football. The roster limit 
in 1959 was 33 men to a 
team 
That m e a n s there 
were 396 players in all of 
professional f o o t b a l l that 
year. 
Now look at 1969. There 
are 26 team s in two leagues, 
each with 40-man rosters 
That means there are 1,040 
players in pro football—al­ 
most three times as many as 
there were in 1959 
Which 
means the colleges, theoreti­ 
cally, should be turning out 
three times as much talent. 
Are they? 
I really don’t think so. And 
that’s why the teams in the 
NFL, with the exception of 
the Big Three, have dropped 
off to a fairly equal level. 
You can't blame the colleges 
b e c a u s e the problem lies 
with the tremendous growth 
of pro football in the last 
decade. The d e m a n d has 
sunoly overdrawn the sup­ 
ply. 
In the 1970s, when the 
growth of pro football fi­ 
nally peaks, I think the situa­ 
tion will improve. Many peo­ 
ple — myself included — have 
suggested that the player 
rosters be trimmed to 35 
men, or 37, but the injury 
f a c t o r eliminates such a 
move. The players today are 
bigger and s t r o n g e r and 


faster than ever before, but 
they seem to get hurt more 
than ever before. To trim 
five, or even three, players 
from a roster cuts into the 
reserve strength of a team 
should a rash of injuries oc­ 
cur. 
One thing that is happen­ 
ing nowr, because of the situ­ 
ation, is that every college 
in the country playing foot­ 
b all-regardless of its size— 
is being s c o u t e d by pro 
team s. Players like the Steel- 
ers’ Joe Greene from North 
Texas State are becoming 
No. 1 draft choices. And oth­ 
ers from little-known col­ 
leges are being picked at an 
unprecedented rate in early 
draft rounds. Which, need­ 
less to say, makes the job of 
a pro scout one of the most 
difficult in all of sports. 
The draft itself has helped 
drain the supply of college 
talent. A decade ago, a club 
made its first choice, then 
got another pick 12 turns 
later. 
Now after a team 
makes its first choice, it has 
to wait 26 turns. A lot of tal­ 
ent is being grabbed in the 
process and by the time a 
club gets to its No. 6 or No. 7 
choice, says, there just isn’t 
that much left. 
In reality, a second-round 
draft choice today is equiva­ 
lent to a fifth-round a decade 
ago. That means there is 
little room for error on the 
part of the pro scouts In the 
50s, a scout might miss a 
player the first time around, 
but pick him up after a dozen 
turns. Now he’s got to wait 
for 26 team s to pick and by 
the time he gets his second 
chance, the player, invari­ 
ably, is already gone. 


The one good point about 
the talent drain is that it is 
e n a b l i n g a lot of small- 
college players to get a shot 
at the pro grame. Especially 
defensive linemen, who are 
at a premium these days. I 
assure you. any defensive 
lineman with ability playing 
college ball today, regardless 
of what school it is, has been 
scouted by the pros and will 
probably be drafted. All he 
needs is the physical qualifi- 
c a t i o n s—size, most impor­ 
tantly—and 
somebody will 
gamble on him That’s how 
low the talent supply really 
is. 
The only small-c o 11 e g e 
players at a disadvantage 
are the quarterbacks. Pro 
scouts are still dubious about 
s m a 11-college quarterbacks 
because, 
first, 
they 
don’t 
face the major-college de­ 
fenses and, s e c o n d , they 
aren’t getting the coaching 
attention. Let’s face it, it’s 
better for a quarterback to 
play at a major college with 
all the complex c o a c h i n g 
aids than at a small school 
where maybe one or two 
coaches handle the entire 
program. 
What football could use to 
help a l l e v i a t e the talent 
drain is a minor-league sys­ 
tem. w h e r e small-college 
players, e s p e c i a l l y , can 
spend a year or two m atur­ 
ing for the pros. Although jhe 
minor-league system would 
be beneficial to the leagues 
and even the players. I don’t 
think it will ever succeed. 
But that’s another story.

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Controversy surrounds movement to 
form sensitivity-encou nter groups 


New political parties 
need votes or collapse

SANTA 
CLARA 
(UPI) - 
You are gathered with about 
15 others, including a group 
leader called a “ facilitator." 
The first thing you do is tell the 
husky chap in the corner his 
smile always looks as if it’s 
pasted on. 
He says nothing, so you tell 
the sweet appearing lady her 
niceties are really vicious put- 
downs of the folks around her. 
Somebody eventually calls you 
a phony and a coward, scared 
of silly things and practicing 
little 
tricks to conceal and 
deceive. 


Suddenly awful truths about 
yourself are clear, and you 
break 
down 
in tears. 
Now 
everybody is happy, including 
you. You have achieved self- 
awareness. You have learned to 
accept yourself and love for 
others has become possible. It’s 
called sensitivity training. 
That, according to the theory 
of its proponents, is how the 
emotional 
binge 
called 
the 
encounter group~or sensitivity 
group—works. According to its 
critics, however, you may not 
be happy at all at that point. 
You could be in a dangerous 
state of mental and emotional 
collapse. 
Whatever the theory, encoun­ 
ter groups are sweeping the 
country. In California alone, 
perhaps 200,000 persons have 
participated, some in the more 
bizarre forms, like the highly 
publicized ‘nude marathons.’ 


Several thousand encounter 
groups are operating in Califor­ 
nia 
businesses, 
churches, 
schools, 
hotels 
and homes, 
against a background of con­ 
troversy hardening into politi­ 
cal issue. 
To their devotees the groups 
are the greatest thing since 
Freud. The critics assert the 
groups can shock the unsuspect­ 
ing 
into a strait jacket or 
suicide. 


The participants are mainly 
college-trained members of the 
middle class. A college at the 
University of Redlands opened 
its school year this fall with the 
entire student body spending 10 
days “ encountering.’’ The Esa- 
len Institute, a Mecca for group 
enthusiasts, reports the emer­ 
gence 
of 
off-shoots 
of its 
organization in 87 cities. 


Recognizing that the groups 
are becoming a national mass 
movement, the University of 
Santa Clara recently held a 
three-day 
symposium called, 
‘ ‘Sensitivity groups- Encounter 
groups: Hope or hell?’’ 
The Very Rev. Leo Rock, S. 
J., 
rector 
of 
the 
Jesuit 
institution, estimated a quarter 
of his students have taken part 
in the groups. 
They also go under the names 
t-group, synanon games, 24- 
hour or nude marathons, but in 
essence they all involve an 
agreement of each participant 
to discuss only his feelings of 
the moment-i‘in the here and 
now’’-with absolute honesty. 
Encounter groups began in 
1947 
under the name of t- 
groups, something discovered 
by 
accident 
at 
a 
summer 
conference when participants 
found 
evening bull sessions 
more exciting than scheduled 
events. 
Since, 
t-groups have been 
used extensively in industry as 
part of management training, 
most notably by the spectacu­ 
larly successful TRW Inc., and 
some aerospace firms. 
New forms of the groups 
developed and became associat­ 
ed with California’s “ human 
potential movement” embrac­ 
ing seltdevelopment activities 
including “ body awareness,” an 
effort to rediscover childlike 
joys of feeling and touching. 
In one Southern California 
version of the 24-hour marathon 
encounter group, participants 
are encouraged to take off their 
clothes and usually do-on the 
theory 
that 
clothes 
are 
a 
barrier to honesty. 
Most participants in Encoun­ 
ter groups are convinced the 
experience was valuable, al­ 
though they rarely are able to 
explain 
how 
and 
why. 
But 
some, with high expectations, 
are disappointed their lives did 
not change radically. 
In California, school adminis­ 
trators and teachers are joining 
Encounter 
groups 
by 
the 
thousands-6ometimes with ex­ 
penses paid by their employers. 
Various approaches and games 
derived from sensitivity train­ 
ing gradually are being inte­ 
grated into curricula. 
The criticism of Encounter 
groups and sensitivity training 
came from many quarters-as 
d i s p a r a t e as the state’s 
staunchly conservative superin- 
tendent of schools, Dr. Max 
Rafferty, and the radical left. 
Dr. Edwin Kotz, an aide to 
Rafferty, 
says 
Encounter 
groups are a form of induced 


hysteria meant to break down 
the 
manners 
and 
form 
of 
civilization. He see s‘asurpris­ 
ing link” between the move­ 
ment 
for 
Encounter 
group 
techniques and the push for sex 
education. 
David Ransom, editor of a 
new left newspaper, criticized 
encounter groups because he 
said they distract youth from 
the 
work 
of revolution. 
A 
Protestant 
theologian, 
Dr. 
Robert Fitch, said encountering 
tries 
to 
oversimplify moral 
values. 
“ Love, communication, isn’t 
that easy,” he said. “ They 
must be learned the hard way 
in life itself.” 
At the Santa Clara symp- 
soium, Dr. George Solomon, a 
Stanford 
University 
medical 
center psychiatrist, said En­ 
counter 
groups 
can 
be 
a 
powerful tool, but the profes­ 
sional journals are beginning to 
note cases of persons kicked by 
the experience into psychotic 
episodes. He said some people 
become group leads because 
they already are mentally sick. 
Lockheed management speci­ 
alist 
Dr. 
Rodney 
Luther, 
warned: "Nameless hundreds 
of charlatan group leaders are 
floating 
around 
the 
country 
„ trying to make a fast buck.” 
Luther compared Encounter 
groups 
to 
snake 
oil 
and 
astrology, 
and 
argued 
any 
activity which might accelerate 
mental 
illness ought 
to be 
outlawed. At the very least, he 
said, 
only specially trained 
persons should be allowed to 
conduct encounter groups. 
The critics contend that after 
20 years no solid research, 
based on firm statistics, has 


indicated encounter groups give 
people anything more than an 
emotional 
jag. 
Some 
such 
research does exist showing the 
effectiveness of group therapy 
as practiced in hospitals under 
the direction of psychiatrists, 
but 
group 
therapy 
is 
only 
sim ilar to encountering and not 
the same. 
Support 
for the encounter 
technique is also broadly based. 
Adherent include psychologists 
8in 
industry and out—educa­ 
tors and Roman Catholic and 
protestant clergymen. 
To the assertion that sensiti­ 
vity groups can cause psycholo­ 
gical damage, they say a lot of 
other things can, too. 
“ People can get hurt doing 
almost anything,” said Father 
Rock, 
who 
is 
himself 
a 
psychologist. 
Not A Game 
To the charge that Encounter 
groups are playing some sort of 
“ game,” 
the 
Rev. 
Joseph 
Powers, a Jesuit theologian, 
responded that “ there is no 
magic” but Encounter games 
seek reality, and “ reality is not 
a game.” Father Powers sees 
encounter groups as powerful 
religious experiences. 
Dr. 
Patrick 
Williams, 
a 
business specialist at San Jose 
State College, and Dr. William 
Schütz of the Esalen institute, 
said that during a decade of 
leading hundreds of groups they 
personally had not seen psycho­ 
tic episodes result. 
However, they warned that 
people should not be compelled 
by social pressures to partici­ 
pate unwillingly. Williams said 
prospective participants should 
be interviewed both before and 
after their experiences.

else depends on one’s views of 
the 
bitter labor management 
dispute at Iowa Beef Packers, 
Inc. 
The Dakota City branch of 
IPB has been strikebound since 
Aug. 24 when contract negotia­ 
tions with the Ammalgamated 
Meat 
Cutters 
and 
Butcher 
Workmen broke down. In an 
effort 
to 
keep 
operations 
running, the company recently 
imported 
about 
50 
Mexican 
workers from Southern Califor- 
nia and Texas. 
Those migrant workers, now 
living in plant buildings, will 
soon be housed in individual 
units under construction on the 
grounds 
of 
Iowa Beef. The 
complex, when completed, will 
include 
50 
concrete houses, 
each of which is designed for a 
family 
or up to four plant 
workers. 


The 
company 
calls 
the 
project a part of long-range 
plans to provide housing for 
workers. 
But 
the 
housing 
complex “ Is a concentration 
camp, nothing more,” David 
Hart, regional vice president of 
the union, said. 
“ It’s hardly a concentration 
camp,” said Gordon Gaukel, 
director of community rela­ 
tions for the Dakota City branch 
“ In fact, I wouldn’t even call 
the 
project 
an 
emergency 
measure. 
It’s 
part 
of 
an 
addition to our plant which will 
require 
about 600 new em­ 
ployes. And those employes will 
need housing,” Gaukel said. 
“ The fact of the m atter.” 
said Hart, “ is it wasn’t planned 
until after the strike was going 
on for some weeks. And the 
whole thing is enclosed by a 
six-foot steel fence with three 
strands of barbed wire on top.” 
Hart said guards are posted 


on roofs of Iowa Beef buildings 
to 
keep any 
workers from 
leaving the grounds. In addi­ 
tion, he said, guard huts have 
been constructed on the plant 
grounds. 
Gaukel admitted the unit was 
surrounded by a barbed-wire 
fence, but added, “ The fence is 
only 
on three sides of the 
project and it’s a precautionary 
measure 
for 
the 
workers’ 
protection.” 
Gaukel also confirmed that 
the workers were not allowed to 
leave the plant grounds. Howev­ 
er, 
he 
said, 
the 
migrant 
workers agreed to that stipula­ 
tion before they went to work 
for Iowa Beef. 
“ As 
far as the union is 
concerned, it’s not a housing 
deal at all. It’s a scab town,” 
Hart said. 
Hart said he had contacted 
both Nebraska Gov. Norbert 
Tiemann and Nebraska Attor­ 
ney General Clarence Meyer to 
protest activities at the Dakota 
City plant. He said he objected 
to the importation of Mexican 
workers and their confinement 
at the plant as well as alleged 
harassment of union members. 
Hart said he had received no 
encouragement 
from 
either 
official. 
“ I don’t know what kind of 
justice this is. Evidently Iowa 
Beef 
is 
the law in Dakota 
City,” he said. 
Gaukel said there is very 
little the union can do to stop 
the company from moving the 
Mexican workers into the new 
houses as soon as possible. Of 
the 50 houses under construc­ 
tion, 
about 
half 
are 
near 
completion. 
Meanwhile, Dakota City offi­ 
cials are saying very little 
about the housing complex and 
importation of laborers. Area 
newsmen tiave been refused 
admittance to the plant grounds 
to photograph the complex and 
talk to the workers.

elect their candidates to office. 


“ You’re not really apolitical 
party until you elect somebody 
to 
office.” 
says 
Robert J. 
Walters, a spokesman for the 
American Independent Party, 
which was born with George 
Wallace’s presidential candida­ 
cy. 


California’s 
other political 
splinter group is the liberal 
Peace and Freedom Party. “ I 
would seriously 
doubt 
we’ll 
elect anyone in 1970, especially 
in statewide office, but we may 
influence or win a few minor 
elections” says the co-chair­ 
man, John Haag of Venice. 


Walters, who heads the AIP’s 
volunteer arm. the Association 
of 
American 
Voters 
with 
headquarters in Los Angeles, 
says 
his 
party 
must 
show 
success at the polls or drift into 
oblivion like previous splinter 
groups. 
“ If we don’t win any seats in 
1972, the party will collapse,” 
says Walters, looking ahead to 
the year Wallace may again 
seek the presidency and per­ 
haps aid any local or state AIP 
candidates. 
Haag, who hopes to mold his 
loo-e 
amalgamation 
of left- 
leaning groups into a political 
force, is aiming, like Walters, 
to see a full slate of candidates 
in 1970. 


“ 1 would confess at this point 
that we don’t have the base for 
a full slate for state office,” he 
says, “but I hope we will by the 
time of the elections.” 
Despite past losses, the AIP 
and 
PFP 
hope to carve a 
permanent niche in California’s 
political scene. 
Both parties, although poles 
apart 
politically, 
have 
one 
common 
denominator: 
They 
appeal to the voter who cannot 
find a home in either major 
political party. 
The 
two 
minor 
parties 
qualified for the ballot last year 
securing the necessary petition 
signatures. Once qualified a 
party need only maintain voter 
registration of .15 per cent of 
one per cent of the total state 
registration.

It also precludes mem­ 
bership in another party for the 
past year. Chavez and Bennett 
have been closely associated 
with Democratic politics. 
AIP state officials, although 
willing to run a full slate from

Since then they have gradual­

dispersed, 
Haag 
says, 
leaving the PFP without a solid 
nucleus of party rank and file. 
However, he hopes they will all 
be drawn back next election 
year! 


‘‘If we succeed in building 
momentum,” he says, “ I think 
many of the groups that have 
gone off on their own will be 
attracted back to us at the 
election.”

Transit scores points 


As a public issue, to mass transit has turned out to be much 
like the weather — a lot more talk than action. 
Debate over renovating, or revolutionizing, public trans­ 
portation systems as an alternative to unlimited freeways 
continues, it seems consume considerably more effort than 
does actual testing of the practical possibilities. 
But it isn’t all talk - talk. There are reports of action from 
several fronts which should hearten the transit-minded oppon­ 
ents of the concrete and asphalt wasteland which threatens 
to engulf us. 
The high - speed Metroliner which began express service 
between New York and Washington last January is turning out 
to be a critical and public success. Patronage is living up to 
optimistic forecasts with more than half-a-million passengers 
so far having opted for the three-hour surface trip over the 
traffic-clogged air route. Pound trips daily are up to six, from 
three initially, with nine soon to come and hourly service a 
strong possibility in the near future. 
Best of all, the Metroliner is making money, at least to the 
extend that ticket sales are exceeding operating costs, if 
not yet covering capital investment by the government and the 
Penn Central. 
And ironically enough, since it is the money - losing habit 
which gave passenger service such a bad name with the rail­ 
roads in the first place, there may turn out to be real money 


in updated rail service. A Department of Transportation study 
of traffic to date indicates that the Metroliner appeals to the 
more affluent. About one-third of the passengers are in the 
$25,000-plus income bracket while another third tops $15,000 
a year. And the Metroliner way is apparently habit forming, 
with half those surveyed being repeat passengers. 
There is also encouraging word on the short-haul front. 
On Cleveland’s year-old extension of its rapid rail system, 
the daily passenger load for the entire 11-mile airport-to- 
downtown trip is about double what had been anticipated, 
an average 4,000 steady riders. It not only facilitates connec­ 
tions for air travelers, but by opening new stops along the air­ 
port line the rapid has also lured additional commuters to down­ 
town jobs. 
Meanwhile, Columbia, Md., is determined to get residents 
into the transit mood before bad transportation habits can 
be formed. Columbia is one of the “new towns” which are 
popping up here and there around the country, particularly 
in the capital area. 
Columbia has only 5,000 residents as yet, so the buses run 
mostly empty, but it is hoped that by getting in early with a 
convenient system, Columbia will be conditioned to depend 
upon transit rather than the private car. 
Three progress reports do not yet a success story make, 
but it is encouraging to know that transit isn’t all talk. 


Animal care 


The soul searching by medical men over the morality and 
practicality of human heart transplants has something of 
a counterpart in the world of veterinary medicine. 
Traditionally, the only treatment considered possible for 
a horse with a broken leg was a merciful bullet. This de­ 
struction of good horseflesh may some day be the exception 
rather than the rule, according to veterinarians who attended 
the 62nd annual Veterinary Conference at Auburn University in 
Auburn, Ala. Orthopedic work with large animals is the coming 
thing, they predict. 


“There is no limit to what one can do for a horse or 
mule with a fractured limb, given proper equipment and a 
good attitude by the owner,” said Dr. L. A. Scott, a mem­ 
ber of the faculty of Auburn’s Large Animal Surgery and 


Medical Department. Scott recently repaired a fracture in the 
leg of a 20-year-old mule by using a bone plate. 
Another form of treatment that has been successful in many 
cases is amputation, followed by fitting an animal with an 
artificial leg. Veterinarians have been putting peglegs on horses 
for 20 years, said Dr. F. G. Schell, head of the department. 
“The question is: Is this the humane thing to do? The re­ 
pairs of fractures are easily possible, but they may not 
hold. Many ponies are given artifical limbs, but they have 
not usually been serviceable for normal riding use after­ 
wards . . . Too often successful repairs cannot be main­ 
tained because of the nature of the individual horse.” 
The vets agreed, however, that both failures and successes 
advanced scientific knowledge in this area. Even as in human 
medicine.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
What happened on the college campus­ 
es hère Nov. 13, 14 and 15 was more 
significant than the massive, heavily 
publicized antiwar marches. 
Students from all over the nation, in 
Washington for the demonstrations, met 
with fellow students in Vietnam sessions 
which sometimes lasted through the 
night. 
The 
Moratorium - Mobilization es­ 
tablishment directors had their own 
speakers exhorting against U.S. actions 
in Vietnam ana defending Ho Chi Minh’s 
men. Curiously, these representatives 
were often ill-prepared. 


But

ers 
also allowed 
anti-Communist stu­ 
dents 
and 
admin­ 
istration speakers to 
argue for what is be­ 
ing done in Southeast 
Asia and to argue 
* 
against 
overquick 
withdrawal. 
At 
the meetings 
^ 
this reporter is fam 
w 
iliar with, the student 
audiences 
insisted 
the pro-Nixon speakers be treated fair­ 
ly. They shouted down hecklers. They 
seemed eager to hear this “ other side” 
They put serious questions. 


At one session, when the Moratorium 
selected chairman turned out the lights 
and put on a 
movie to abruptly end 
the turn of an administration repres­ 
entative who was proving popular, groups 
of students followed the speaker out of 
the hall to ask more questions and hear 
him out. 
Strangely enough, these protesting stu­ 
dents (and professors) seemed ignorant 
of the most elementary facts of the war 
and of North and South Vietnam. Num­ 
bers indicated they had not even heard 
of some of the President’s key propos­ 
als for ending 
the conflict. They were 
startled to learn that Nixon had publicly 
approved the concept of internationally 
supervised free elections in South Viet­ 
nam, with the Viet Cong having a part 
in that supervision. They were even 
more surprised to learn that the United 
States and 
South Vietnamese govern­ 
ments had loth pledged to abide by the 
results of such election« 
By contrast these meetings, 
con­ 
sider the Mobilization march of 250,- 


000 down Pennsylvania Avenue, ending 
with a mass meeting at the Washington 
Monument. Contrary to reports, these 
were not, by and large, youngsters 
with “ dirty ankles.” Though their uni­ 
forms were unconventional (beards, long 
hair, blue jeans. Army jackets and sim­ 
ilar wear), most young people this re­ 
porter saw were clean. Their clothes 
were freshly washed. Beneath the cos­ 
tumes you could see glimpses of good 
jewelry, costly cameras, quality skirts. 
Numbers 
wore 
shoes of very good 
leathers. Some had expensive fur coats. 
The group seemed more like college 
students at a football rally than demon­ 
strators. They wanted to sing or chant, 
not discuss or debate. Their minds were 
made up. They ignored their own speak­ 


ers, who were almost drowned out in 
the clatter of private conversations on.. 
“ How did you get here? Where are you 
staying? How are you going home? . .” 
What brought them together was what 
some called togetherness-at the singing 
at the Monument and at the Cathedral 
session of mourning, or the candlelight 
procession of the alPnight march with 
names of the dead. 
On the Sunday following the demon­ 
strations, this reporter asked a group 
of young men he met with why their 
friends from the local high school had 
joined the march. “ To go some place. 
To get away from their parents for 
the day. Because it was something to do. 
Some were even for what we’re doing 
in Vietnam, but they went anyway.” 
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'Somebody said I don't have 'chutzpahFind out what 
it is, and let me know if I should get some!" 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
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Puzzling image 


LONDON — In the shop windows rea­ 
dy for Christmas 
across Europe are 
moon suits for 10- and 12-year-olds. 
They look authentic in every respect, 
with the American flag fixed as it was 
on the Astronauts’ 
suits when they ex­ 
plored the moon’s surface after the land­ 
ing from Apollo 12. 
The coincidence of 
this 
extraordinary 
technological 
feat, 
followed 
on 
televi­ 
sion across Europe, 
coming with the report 
of the alleged massa­ 
cre 
of several hun­ 
dred 
South 
Vietna­ 
mese 
men, 
women 
and 
children 
is 
a 
striking 
instance of 
the duality of Amer­ 
ica’s role. Amerca’s 
power is so overwhelming that it can­ 
not be ignored. And yet the brutalizing 
poison 
of the Vietnam War, as evi­ 
denced in reports of wholesale massa­ 
cre, has increasingly alienated long­ 
time friends. 
The London Sunday Times, which has 
been 
tolerant 
of, if not sympathetic 
to, America’s dilemma in this unwin- 
nable 
guerrilla war, devoted 
nearly 
three solid pages to the reported mas­ 
sacre. 
Photographs reproduced from 
the Cleveland Plain-Dealer showing two 
young boys, one of them wounded, 
al­ 
legedly cowering before another burst 
of firing, were sure to arouse the deep­ 
est emotions. 
The Sunday Times spread gave not 
only alleged details of the massacre but 
accounts of gang rape and murder by 
American Marines and G.I.s, as told by 
Daniel Lang in the New Yorker Maga­ 
zine and subsequently published in book 
form. An account by the Times of Lon­ 
don 
correspondent on the spot of the 
m assacre in Vietnam cast doubts on the 
veracity of the peasant witnesses. But 
the news story added that they were re­ 
luctant to talk to reporters under the 
eye of the village chief. 
“ If a fraction of the horror at Pink- 
ville is proved,” Ronald Butt wrote in 
the Sunday Times, “ This military map- 
reference will stand alongside Guerni­ 
ca, 
Hiroshima and Sharpeville as one 
of the place-names that have wholly 
changed the way that civilized men look 
at themselves. What 
has happened, if 
it has happened, is nauseating and inex­ 
cusable.” 
The political divisions sharpened by 
this newest revelation of alleged Ameri­ 
can 
savagery are part of the love-hate 
relationship 
generated by America’s 
power. Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
must dance a tricky quadrille to ap­ 
pease the left wing of the Labor Party 
while at the same time giving no of­ 
fense to Washington. 
Several times in 
recent years the United States has bail­ 
ed out the faltering British pound and 
Wilson cannot afford to offend the super­ 
power to the west. 
Moreover, 
Wilson is visiting Ameri­ 
ca on Jan. 
27 to confer with President 
Nixon. These periodic conferences add 
little to the sum total of British-Ameri­ 
can relations. The conservative opposi­ 
tion views them as means to bolster 
Wilson’s 
standing at home, 
showing 
that he is close to the throne. 
The deputy leader of the Labor Par­ 
ty, 
George 
Brown, 
formerly foreign 
secretary, 
touched off a tempest with­ 
in the tempest over the Vietnam massa­ 
cre. In a radio interview, living up to 
his reputation as bull in the political 
china 
shop, Brown advised America 
to stop weeping over atrocities and get 
on with 
winning the war. 
War was 
always like that, said Brown, and the 
Americans should not be held account­ 
able 
by a double standard that ignore 
the 
terrible 
atrocities on the Com­ 
munist side. 


Immediately 
32 Labor back 
bench­ 
ers in Parliament filed a resolution call- 
ing for a meeting of the party’s execu­ 
tives to consider expelling Brown. The 
belief, 
however, is that he will survive 
as he has survived other explosions 
Brown’s outburst has won him a mostl 
unexpected accolade. The conservatives 
are applauding 
the way he stood up for 
America. Good for old George, they say 
in private, for once he’s said something 
sensible. 
An editorial in the conservative Daily 


Telegraph strongly backed United States 
policy and gave an approving nod to Mi­ 
chael Stewart, the Present Labor For­ 
eign Secretary, for urging caution in judg­ 
ing allegations of the massacre. The edi­ 
torial 
noted a report to the telegraph 
last week of purported captured Com­ 
munist victory plans that included a death 
list of 3,000,000. This is not surprising, 
the editorial added, in view of the vast 
numbers liquidated by the late Uncle Ho 
in the humdrum process of land collecti­ 
vization in the North. 
But it is this equating of communist 
atrocities — past, present and future — 
with reports of American atrocities that 
most disturbs 
many 
who have been 
loyal to America’s aims in Southeast 
Asia. We had expected better of you, 
they say, and while war is brutalizing 


we had thought American idealism would 
be resistant to this brutalization. 


Through it all —the press and politi­ 
cal outcry, the demonstration that surg­ 
ed against police barriers around the em­ 
bassy — the American ambassador, Wal­ 
ter 
Annenberg, 
remains unflappable. 
He is giving a white-tie ball for 500 of 
Britain’s elite to celebrate the million- 
dollar restoration and decorat ion of Win­ 
field House, the embassy residence. The 
sumptuous interiors were virtually all 
paid for by the Annenberg Foundation 
through an agreement with the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue construing it as a 
gift to the nation. 
That is normalcy 
transcending the turbulent times.

Peril of purge 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — The rising vol­ 
ume of voices, in Congress and in the 
country, booms out one echoing mes­ 
sage: 
The Vietnam war is a disaster 
and we must get out. 
Yet there are ample signs that Amer­ 
ica is almost totally unprepared for the 
consequences here at 
home of a new 
kind of disaster which 
could strike the 
South Vietnamese people. 
The 
original limited U.S. opposition 
to the war has been 
vastly 
enlarged, 
by 
every 
measure 
of 
public opinion, to in­ 
clude more and more 
Americans 
who are 
weary of the war’s 
winless futility, stun­ 
ned at the death and 
devastation 
it 
has 
A 
wrought 
in Vietnam, 
W 
fed 
up with its cost 
to us in blood and tresure, troubled at 
the divisive effect it has had on our own 
people. 
An experienced appraiser of Vietnam 
sums up the national judgment 
that 
seems steadily more general and is 
getting louder and louder. 
“ This war 
is poisoning our country. 
Every 
facet of our life is affected ad. 
versely 
by it. We just have to extri­ 
cate ourselves.” 
The disenchantment 
is now so wide 
and deep that it is being increasingly 
translated into either outright or thinly 
disguised call for swift and total with- 
drawals of all U.S. armed forces in VieU 
nam. 
So strong is this mood becoming that 
more cautious plans which feature a 
stagged pullout and possible retention 
in Vietnam of up to 200,000 backup forc­ 
es are being savagely criticized. It was 
a mark of the times when dovish Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho declared: 
“ This is not a formula for extricating 
the United States from Vietnam . . . Its 
purpose is not to get out, but to stay 
in.” 
All this fervent clamor, however, is 
obscuring the fact that most Ameri­ 
cans — and especially the more ardent 
war critics - have given little or no 
through to the price this country wpuld 
pay if total withdrawal should occur 
so swiftly as to allow Hanoi to over­ 
whelm South Vietnam and visit crushing 
reprisals against its millions of resist­ 
ing people. 
There is no certainty that the talked- 
of slaughter would occur. But the well- 
documented obliteration by Hanoi of its 
own internal enemies and fomenters of 
trouble is a frightening signal. 
An 
American of high standing, who 
himself wants this country out of Vien­ 
na, has this to say: 
“ It would be exceedingly damaging 
to the American people if any sizable 
number of South Vietnamese were to be 
slaughtered during or after a Commu­ 
nist take-over. 
“ Were we to move out so quickly as 
to leave South Vietnam largely defense 
less, any slaughter would be on our 
heads. We would never again be able to 
see ourselves in the same way. 
“ Nor would the world look upon us in 


a good light. Even some of those coun- 
tries now telling us to get out of Viet- 
nam would turn against us.” 
The problem would be compounded, 
it is suggested, for those war critics who 
for five years have successfully blinded 
themselves to Hanoi’s bloody internal 
repression, to its calculated assassins 
tions of thousands of South Vietnamese 
leaders and its regular killings of count­ 
less thousands of South Vietnamese ci­ 
vilians. 
These blinded 
critics have equated 
“ good” South Vietnamese with the Viet 
Cong. 
The 
predominant millions who 
h ave consistent 1 y shunned the V let Cong, 
and the tens of thousands who have 
fought and died resisting the VC 
and 
Hanoi’s own armies, are either ignored 
or blackened as the agents of a despised 
Saigon government. 
The tunnel-visioned critics are high­ 
ly selective in the application of their 
“ humanity.” If Hanoi’s standard slaugh­ 
terous reprisal 
and repression should 
come to South Vietnam, these critics 
may take on an enormous burden of new 
guilt as they find that the non-Viet Cong 
are human beings, too. 
We will all bear it. But we — and es­ 
pecially the blinded ones — will surely 
try to lay a big part of it on President 
Nixon, the central target today of the 
great shouts for fost total withdrawal.
